TO CHANGE WARFARE

Consolidated Firemen

soft 
coal 
stoppage, 
which ha<i th r e a te n e d to slowly stall 
many vital national defense industries. 
ended today after South ern operators 
capitulated “ without equivocation" to 
President Roosevelt’s proposal for a 
truce with Jo h n L. L ewis’ United Mine 
W ork ers Union. 
Since n o rt h e rn 
op e ra to rs 
already 
in ag re e m e n t with I^ewis, the action 
of the s outhe rn gro up brought labor 
peace to the coal mines when hopes 
for a se ttlem e nt seemed darkest. Lewis 
also advised tin' White House that In 
would accept the 
truce. 
Charles 
F. 
O'Neill, spokes man for the northern 
group, said that the capitulation means 
"th a t we can all go hack to work." 
Many mines, which had been shut 
down since April I, were expected to 
be hack in operation within 24 hours, 
oth ers within 18 hou rs so 
that 
full 
mining operatio ns w e re to be resumed 
by T h u rsd a y morning. 
End of the stoppage came with d r a ­ 
matic suddennes s. 
D uring the night 
the southern operators, through their 
ch a irm an, L. Eberso le Gaines, wired 
Pre sid ent Roosevelt. 
"The undersigne d re presenti ng tin 
13 southe rn districts which have not 
yet negotiated a wage a g reem ent a c ­ 
cept y o ur proposal without equivoca­ 
tion. 
We a re ready to resume work 
immediately.” 
It m e a n t th a t 400,000 idle miners 
could get back to their jobs of digging 
coal. 
Under the P re s id e n t’s proposal, th* 
so u th ern op era to rs will g ra n t miners a 
$1 a day wage incr ease to a $6.00 a day 
rate, and then negotiate with Lewis 
u nion for a de m a n d for 40 cents more, 
Lewis h a s dem ande d that the South 
g ra n t $7 a day, the sa m e wage that 
n orth ern o p e ra to rs have agreed to pay 
but the South has I etui steadfast in its 
refusal to su r re n d e
